THE CE0SS 
BILL AGAIN. 


A protest comes to us from old hydraulic 
miners, who are now engaged in drift, ra­ 
vine and other mining, against the passage 
of the Cross bill. 
It really appears to be 
a bill in the interest of a few large hy­ 
draulic mining corporations. 
It appears 
that the plans for such a scheme were put 
afoot six months ago, and that a desperate 
effort will lie made to pass the hill. 
No 
such measure, fraught with so much of 
grave interest, should he hastily consid­ 
ered. 
Upon it there hinges, possibly, the 
integrity of the rivers and tlie occupancy 
of the bottom lands. 
It would appear to 
he destructive of the interests of the small 
miners of the ereek, ravine and drift, and 
to a large extent, the quartz mines. 
In 
all the mining counties is a large number 
of creek, drift and ravine mines. Their 
aggregate industry is a most important 
total. 
It is rapidly augmenting, and 
promises to open up new sources of wealth 
to the State. These interests are to be 
mortgaged to the hydraulic miners, bound 
and delivered over to them. 
The Cross 
hill invests those having appropriated 
water for mining purposes with power to 
form strong corporations, to select, con­ 
demn and occupy as dumps and debris 
reservoirs any ravines, water drains, creeks 
or gulches. 
Now nearly every ditch com­ 
pany is interested in or owns hydraulic- 
miiiing ground. 
In most of the ravines 
and 
along

sm all ndners. 
and hvdraulic 


creeks 
w here 
h y d rau lic 
desire to store debris, are

A special meeting of the Board ol fire 
Commissioners was held last evening, fo* 
the purpose of investigating certain chargee 
which were preferred against the manage­ 
ment of the fire-alarm system by It. A. 
Fisk, before the Board of Trustees, on Mon­ 
day last. The Trustees referred the matter 
to the Commissioners. Mr. Fisk was no­ 
tified by letter and personally hv the Sec­ 
retary to he present, but he failed to put in 
an appearance. The meeting was called for 
7 o’clock, but was not called to order by 
tlie President until S, in hopes that the 
gentleman who 
preferred 
the charges 
would be present. 
. 
The charges filed with the Trustees, and 
which were printed in this paper on Tues­ 
day morning, were then read by the .Secre­ 
tary. 
_ 
Chief Engineer Sullivan said that within 
the past lew days, hearing that various re­ 
ports were being industriously circulated 
regarding the efficiency and management 
of tlie fire-alarm system, he had taken Mr. 
E. A. Beardslee. a gentleman well known 
in this community, ail over the system, 
and he had inspected it most thoroughly. 
He was an electrician of twenty-live years 
experience, and his opinion as to its work­ 
ings, conditions, and management should 
have some weight in the matter. Mr. 
Beardslee was present and he would like 
for him to state to the Board the result of 
his inspection. 
Mr. Beardslee said he had looked over 
the system carefully, and could sec no 
chance, so far as he went, ior any improve­ 
ment. All the boxes lie found to lie in 
good working order, and all looked as 
though they were well taken care of. 1 le saw 
a few minor changes that could be made, 
hut they would not make the system mate­ 
rially better. The lines were in excellent 
shape. It is a clear line, the limbs of trees 
are trimmed so far from it that there can 
he no grounds made by them during 
stormy or windy weather. 
He saw ’no 
place in all his examination where he 
thought there was a waste of fluid, or what 
is called a ground, which is made by the 
wire coming in contact with trees, house­ 
tops and other objects. The only change 
he would suggest at present would he the 
connection of the boxes with the ground 
with a larger copper wire. 
lie had 
examined all 
the 
boxes most 
thor­ 
oughly: 
all were in first-class work­ 
ing order, and he saw no reason why 
they should not respond immediately. 
He 
said 
he 
never 
had any direct 
experience with a fire-alarm system, but 
had a similar experience during a life de­ 
voted to telegraphy. 
There is nothing 
intricate about the system, or that cannot 
he learned by anyone in a short time. 
<Jn 
the contrary, it is a very simple system. 
The battery, lines, boxes and gongs, which 
is all there is of it, are easily kept in repair. 
In conclusion, he would say that the lire- 
alarm telegraph system of this city was in 
most perfect order. 
“ Eroni conversation 
with the (,’liiel Engineer, and questions 
asked him, I am confident that he is in 
every way competent to take charge of tlie 
system.” 
Noble Fisher, who has been employed to 
repair the gongs since the resignation of Mr 
Fisk, in July last, says he found the instru­ 
ments in a very bad condition. He said those 
who had charge of them before liis time 
might have been good electricians, hut he 
was certain they were poor machinists. He 
then described how some of the gongs had 
been almost ruined by persons endeavoring 
to make repairs wlio “ did not understand 
their business.” 
H. Buckrath. Foreman of the Hose Com­ 
pany at Nineteenth and L streets, said the 
gongs work better, and give them less 
trouble since the management of the sys­ 
tem by the Chief Engineer. Thesystem has 
worked better this winter than any winter 
since its establishment. 
John Hollingsworth, Driver of Engine No. 
1, testified to the same 
thing, saving 
that there had been less trouble with the 
alarm system since it came into the Chiefs 
hands than before. 
Frank Daroux, 
Engineer 
of No. 2, 
and M. O'Meara, Jr.. both testified to the 
same state of facts, agreeing that it was a 
much better system, more effective, and 
less trouble since Fisk’s resignation. 
Henry 
Burnham, cx-Chief Engineer, 
said he thought the system was well and 
properly cared for, and working as well 
now as when he was at the head of the De­ 
partment. He could sec no grounds for 
the charge. 
. 
Chief Sullivan said he was very sorry 
Mr. Fisk was not present to answer some 
questions lie would like to propound. He 
then tuck up the charges one by one, and 
answered them specifically. He explained 
one of the alarms referred 
to in the 
charges, by saying that two boxes were 
turned ill at the same instant, which 
created a confusion unavoidable. In speak­ 
ing of another specifuation regarding an 
alarm from Seventh and N street-, lie said 
some malicious person cut the wire between 
tlie box and the ground. “ If Mr. Fisk 
was here this evening, I would like to ask 
him the plain question—Who cut that 
wire ?" 
"" 
ot all th 
report of the last six months of Fisk’ 
ad ministration, and showed the Board that 
during that time there was a very large 
number of boxes turned in that gave no 
alarm, and the reasons for the same had 
never been satisfactorily explained. He 
said Mr. Fisk's son put in a hid to tlie 
Board to maintain the system for $100 per 
month, the city to furnish the material. 
This meant $150 per month. The Board 
failing to take notice of his communica­ 
tion. he put in another hid, offering to do 
all the work and furnish all the material 
for $75 per month. 
The Board failed to 
take any notice of that communication 
also, “ hence all these tears." He. continu­ 
ing, said: “ I draw the $75 per month, 
and pay it out in keeping the system in 
the best possible condition, and there is 
not a dollar for extras. Last year we had 
to pay $150 extra for trimming the trees. 
This year tlie same work was done all in­ 
side of tin1 575. During the last month the 
money was expended as follows, as the 
vouchers on file will show; Huntington, 
Hopkins A Co.. $35 50 : Smart, for labor. 
$25: Halm, for potash, $16; Klune. fur 
repairs, $4: bottle of oil, 50 cents. That 
ju.-t makes the $75. When the hose house 
was built it had to be connected with the 
system, which necessitated the building of 
a short line. The Board "did not wish to 
incur any more expense than possible, and 
i was instruí (eij to ;tsk for bids, i spoke, 
to Fisk ah.»ui it, aim he séomcil to ItO <*?- 
fended. He expected to get about $250 for 
putting up the line, whereas I got it done 
fi.r $.15. The man who put up the line put 
up the gong and completed the circuit, all 
for $35, and he did not lose money on the job 
either. Fisk would have t barged $10 for 
ptuting it: the gong alone. Losing that job 
offended him. and he resigned.

W ednesday, F ebruary 18,1885. 
The Senate m et at 11 o’clock. P resident Dag­ 
gett in the chair. Roll called and quorum pres­ 
ent. P rayer by th e C haplain. Jo u rn al of yes­ 
terday read and approved. 
McClure m oved to tak e u p Assem bly Bill No. 
21)0 (Senator Stanford’s education bill),'and read 
it a first tim e. Carried, an d bill read. 
Taylor m oved to reconsider the vote w hereby 
Assembly Bill No. 4u3, relating to the establish­ 
m ent of a Branch Norm al School, w as refused 
engrossm ent. 
Carried, and bill ordered en ­ 
grossed and passed to th ird reading. 


SPECIAL ORDER. 
The special order, Assem bly Bill No. 12, estab­ 
lishing a Home for th e A dult Blind, was then 
taken up, on the m otion to indetinitelv post­ 
pone. 
Motion lost. 
Langford, iu oifering an am endm ent, th at the 
Home shall be located at Berkeley, on the 
grounds of th e Asylum for th e Deaf, Dumb and 
Blind, an d un d er the m anagem ent of th a t insti­ 
tution, said th a t §80,000 h a d been- appropriated 
four years ago for th a t institution, an d th ere was 
a m achine shop there am i all the necessarv ap ­ 
pliances, w hich could be utilized bv the adult 
blind, and thereby effect a great saving, besides 
no new officials w ould be required. 
Reddy claim ed it would never do to place the 
ad u lt blind in th at institution, as tlie'juveniles 
th ere w ould be contam inated by th eir vices. 
These m en at one tim e.h ad h ad th eir sight, am i 
h ad been subject to im pure influences, mid the 
young boys and girls should not be allow ed to 
com e in contact w ith them , an d learn th eir 
h ab its of tobacco sm oking, etc. 
Lamrford suggested th a t they could be kept 
entirely separate, an d the ch ild ren not allow ed 
to m ix w ith the " old sinners.” 
Boone th ought if th e blind m en w ere so full of 
contam ination th a t w as a good reason why the 
in stitution should not be located in Sau F ran­ 
cisco. 
People are in the habit of earn in g their 
living in tlfe easiest possible m anner, even if 
th ey are blind, and as these m en for sonic tim e 
had been earn in g th eir living in a certain wav. 
he was afraid th ey could not be chauged in ’u 
day, and they w ould becom e a nuisa+me in San 
1- rancisco. 
ile expected to te a tta c k e d for m ak ­ 
ing use o f th a t expression, but believed he was 
speaking in the interest of the people of-San 
Francisco. 
Reddy did not th in k a m an w ithout eyesight 
was any m ore of a nuisance th an a m an who 
could s**e. 
Many m en who could see were m uch 
g reater nuisances, in fact. They would be quiet 
an d disciplined and orderly in th eir institution. 
T hey would have to ren t rooms, as th e appro­ 
priation had been cut down to Slff.OUO, and if it 
was m ade a part o f t lie institution at Berkeley, 
they would have t«‘ put up a building and have 
alm ost nothing left for th e necessarv m aterials 
and appliances, and both young and old would 
have to be k ep t like pii-oiiers to prevent them 
lrom m ixing. 
Boone thought th e question of contam ination 
cut no figure at all in the question. The dum b 
inm ates could not talk, and he eould not see 
how th ey could very well be contam inated by 
blind m en. 
Langford—My im pression lias been from th e 
com m encem ent th at this bill is in the interest ot 
a ring, and the m ore 1 h ear it argued th e more 
l am convinced of it. The advo-ates of this 
bill do m»t propose to stop slum of one estab­ 
lishm ent in fenn Francisco, and a very ex trav a­ 
gant one. 
In my opposition to this bill I am as 
m uch in sym pathy w ith the taxpayers as the 
Senator from Mono (Reddyu* with ins course in 
befrh-nding the blind m en. 
Reddy said he was astonished at the charge 
th at the bill is in th e interest of a ring, lie 
conceded it was in the interest of a ring, and 
t he ring consisted of eight hundred Iilina m en 
in the State. T hat is the only answ er parlia­ 
m entary law would allow him to m ake to a gen­ 
tlem an w ho would m ake such a charge w ithout 
a shadow o f right or a .single fact o» support 
him . 
He quoted John wu\vu»t Mills, üladstone 
am i others in support of th e econom y of pro­ 
viding for the blind in tlic m anner prov idea by 
the m easure. 
Steele—The Senator from the tall peaks of 
Mono (Reddy) seem s to be as ready and willing 
to indulge in personalities, insinuations, and 
innend.jes in debate on this U»;>r, as he m ay 
have been to engage in more sanguinary en­ 
counter in his younger days, when he had* two 
arm s w ith w hich to d ra w ’and deliver. 
But 1 
realize th a t a h u ll m ay be more dangerous in 
a ch in a-shop th an on the lloor oí this Semite, 
and i say, “ Lay on Ma• •<lull', and dam ned be lu* 
who tirst cries, ho ld ! enough.” 
Ia in in favor

in lieu of the usual tax levy. T he proposed in­ 
come tax on railroads would yield a constantly 
increasing sum to the State. W ithin five years 
such a tax would, he believed, yield nearly 
>1.00 fool a year, 
lr is generally conceded that 
the last tux levy on railroad property was ex ­ 
cessive, yielding som ething lik e §600,000. The 
proposi-d ■-1 p« i cent, tax would yield—on the 
1 as is o f lust year’s incom es—about h a lf a m illion 
dollars, and this will be yearly increased. The 
rate h ad better be.2 th an 2j., ¡icr cent. 
Heath said that in M ichigan only two per 
cent, is levied on the gross earnings o f ra il­ 
roads. and th at in California th e railroads pay 
higher taxes th an in any other State in the 
I’uiou. lie was as anxious as any gentlem an 
on the floor to have a proper tax m ade lor the 
railroads to pay. As th eir business progresses 
th e am ount of tax will increase. The proposed 
per cent, would be an increase on the taxes 
now levied in m any counties. 
W oodward thought th at anybody would rather 
pay o per cent, on his incom e th an the tax he 
now pays on his property. 
'M onday said that, if he h ad been correctly 
inform ed, the railroads now pay (or should pay , 
som ething like §726,000 on gross receipts of >21.- 
00*),«»oo per auuum . On this latter sum 2* . per 
cent, would yield $600,000in taxes. T he am end­ 
m ent to 3 per cent w ould com e nearer bringing 
it up to the present tax on railroads. 
If the 
gross incomes of railroads will increase, so also 
will the value of th eir property increase. The 
object now is to place railroad properly on a fair 
basis of taxation. 
In the Last some railroads 
pay as high as 7 per cent., under the term s of 
th eir franchises. 
W hat it is desired to get at is 
a rate th at w ould be fair to both railroads an d 
counties. 
Heath rem arked that, in addition to the 2r.j 
per cent, tax on incomes, it was also proi>osed to 
tax workshops, etc.. separately. 
T he House th en adopted the'2)£ p ercen t, rate, 
as proposed Ly the com m ittee, and the other 
com m ittee am endm ents were then severally 
coucurrcd in. 
W oodward m oved to strike o u t <»f Section 1 the 
words, •* Double taxation in any form is prohib­ 
ited ' 
W hile he was not in favor of double tax ­ 
ation liim seli be thought that its retention In 
the hill m ight lead to endless dispute and liti­ 
gation. 
Tin- am endm ent was lost. 
The bill com ing.up oil engrossm ent. Coleman 
spoke briefly against it.

There never was a question as to 
the propriety of paying the salary o f the .State 
E ngineer; and the urgency for continuing the 
departm ent was never so great as now. 
Corcoran repeated hi> argum ent, tre*>¡ ■:■»:»£ 
that th e State Engineer had expended >172.000, 
and had not done W1 72 worth of work. The 
Engineer had violated his faith w ith tlie peo­ 
ple. 
lie asserted th a t th at office hud used pub­ 
lic money in m aking a m agnificent m ap of 
llaggin «V TeviV great ranch, and contended 
th a t all the work required o f the State Engineer 
could be done by an attache o f the Surveyor-

M uuday said he no doubt thought th at the 
an iim c of Corcoran's rem arks had grown out «»f 
personal prejudice against sta te E ngineer Hall, 
ile was satisfied th at the work accom plished by 
the State Engineer was of the greatest value to 
the Mate, 
i lie tim e m ay com e w hen the service 
of such an officer m ay be di>’>cnsed with, but it 
hud not yet arrived.

Follow ing is th e incom e tax Bill in tro ­ 
duced l>v A ssem bly m an H eath, proposing 
;;n am endm ent to th e C onstitution (No. 15) 
to su b stitu te an incom e tax on th e gross 
earnings o f railroads in place o f th e taxes 
as now levied. 
T h e Bill has Been read 
tw ice in the A ssem bly an d ordered to en ­ 
grossm ent. 
It reads as follow s : 
An Act 
am end Sections 1( s. Iff and 11, of Ar­ 
ticle 13 o f th e Constitution. 
The Legislature of the state of California, at 
its tw enty-sixth session, com m encing «*»» the 
5th day of January, 1885, two-third* o f all the 
m em bers elected to each of th e two Houses of 
said Legislature voting in favor thereof, hereby 
proposes th at Sections I, v. Iff and 11, of Article 
13 of the C onstitution o f th e State of Califor­ 
nia. be am ended so as to read as follow s: 
Section 1. 
All property in the State, except 
railroads, not exem pt under th e law* of the 
C nitrd States, shall Be taxed in proi>ortioi» to its 
value, to be ascertained as provided b y law . 
The word prepcity, us used in this article aud 
section, is hereby declared to include moneys, 
credits, bond*, stocks dues, franchises and nil 
other m atters and things, real, personal and 
m ixed, capable of private ow n ersh ip ; provided, 
th at growing crops, property used exclusively 
for public schools, and such as m ay belong to 
the l uffed States, this State or any county or 
m unicipal corporation w ithin this Stsrt**. shall 
he exem pt from ta x a tio n : and, provided fur­ 
ther, that railroad* shall be taxed as provided 
in Sec;i*hi iff of this article; and, provided fur­ 
ther, th a t the Legislature m ay provide lV*r the 
exem ption from taxation of ships and v essels’ 
owned and registered or enrolled in this Stale, 
or m ay tax such ships and vessels on th eir gross 
«»r net earning*, in lieu of an a«l valorem tax. 
The Legislature m ay also provide, except in 
cuse oí C» cd it* scoured by m ortgage nr i rti^t 
«leed, for a «ledaction from ’credits >>l' debts due 
to bona fide resident* of this State.

taxation in any form is prohibited. 
Section s. 'J he Legislature shall, by law. re­ 
quire each taxpayer in this State to m ake aud 
deliver to th e üounty Assessor, annually, a 
statem ent under oath, setting forth *¡«ecifinally 
all property, real and personal, except railroad 
projierty, us defined in Section Iff of this article, 
owue«f by such taxpayer, or in hi* po**ession, 
or under his control, at 12 o’clock m eridian **n 
the first Monday iu March. 
Section Iff. All property, except rail road prop­ 
erty. shall be assessed in the county, city, city 
am i county, town, tow nship, ordistrict in which 
it is situated, in the m anner provided by law. 
Every corporation and persou ow ning or operat­ 
ing a railroad, or any portion thereof, in this 
State, shall, on or before the first «lay ot July of 
each year, pay u» th e State T reasurer an annual
